year, Dr. Klein pointed out that 
“this is certainly a stupendous 
advance since the time, only 
about thirty years ago, when the 
first automobile was being dem- 
onstrated.” 

“That fascinating decade known 
as the ‘Gay Nineties’ of the last 
céntury,” he added, “was an era 
rich in picturesque absurdities. But 
it also was an epoch fertile with the 
seeds of future progress.” 

The speaker called attention to the 
contrast between the days of the 
90’s when the automobile made its 
debut and the present time when 
there are 23,000,000 passenger cars 
and trucks in the United States, 
“heightening to an incalculable de- 
gree, the pleasure, comfort, conven- 
ience and efficiency of all our com- 
mon life.” 

Dr. Klein characterized the ad- 
vance of the motor car as almost 
fantastic and almost as spectacular 
as a tale out of the “Arabian 
Nights.” 


“Some American Aladdin, we 
might almost think,” he continued,” 
has rubbed a magic lamp and a host 
of incredible genii have conjured up 
a swift and splendid world of trans- 
portation in fulfillment of his wish.” 

But the facts and figures, he 
explained, prove that this advance 
of the motor car has been intense- 

| ly real and practical, affording 
ground for pride on the part of 
Americans in developing the in- 
dustry and maintaining its leading 
position in the world. 

| Dr. Klein told his vast radio audi- 
ence that the United States now has 
|one car for every five inhabitants, 
jadding that to the pedestrian it 
|appears that there are twenty-five 
|ears for every pedestrian. 

| California has two motor cars for 
every five inhabitants, and some of 
| its counties have an automobile for 
levery other person, he explained, 
| 98 compared with one car to every 
|137 persons in Germany, one to 254 
in Italy, one to 1,500 in Japan, and 
iso on. For the entire world out- 
side of the United States, he de- 





| 


clared, there is one automobile to 
every 277 persons. 

Eighty-four per cent. of the 
world’s passenger cars are circu- 
lating in the United States and 
Canada, Dr. Klein added. 

“In value of output, automotive 
production is our nation’s leading 
industry,” Dr. Klein said. “The 
value of completed motor vehicles 
alone, according to the census of 
1925, was for that year $3,200,000,000. 

“The production end of the in- 
dustry furnishes employment to 
425,000 workers, receiving between 
$700,000,000 and $800,000,000 every 
year. Sales and service activities 
provide a means of livelihood for 
countless thousands of men and 
women.” 

The prosperity and progress of 
the automotive industry, he ex- 
plained, is not a matter concerning 
merely Michigan, Ohio and other

New Lacquer Plant

Detroit, July 23—Hudson Motor 
Car Company has begun opera- 
tions in a new $1,000,000 lacquer 
plant for color-lacquering parts 
like fenders and hoods by a process 
that is largely automatic. | 
The new building is 640x80, and | 
two stories high, superimposed on | 
the main assembly lines of the plant. | 
Another structure 650x80, and two} 
stories high, runs at right angles. | 

There’ are about sixteen miles of | 
nipes for controlling the flow of| 


lacquer in the sixteen colors now | 
.vailable in the Hudson line. There | 


are three overhead systems, each 
3,000 feet long, two conveyors, 1,000 
feet long and another 2,000 feet in 
length. 

Parts to be lacquered are first 
thoroughly cleaned, prepared with a 
metal primer and sanded. They are 
then given three coats of color 
lacquer and three bakings, the last 
one occupying twenty minutes.

OHN C. WHITE, state power engineer of Wisconsin, is 

in all probability as much of a veteran of the industry 

as any man. He built a “horseless carriage” that 
actually ran, back in 1895, when Duryea, Ford and Haynes 
were about the only men who had accomplished the same 
feat, a year or two earlier. This was down in Decatur, IIl., 
where Mr. White was working for the Decatur Gasoliné 
Engine Company. Mr. White and some friends took @ 
vertical, two-cylinder, four-horsepower engine, designed fo# 
a printing press, turned it upside down so that the flywheel 
hung from the frame, and attached it to the middle section 
of a “buggy.” It was the first of its kind in which a vertical 
power plant was used, and the first to use a splash oiler for 
main bearings and cranks. The contraption weighed 1,440 
pounds, Mr. White says, and four persons could perch on it. 
It was steered by a lever, like some other old-timers, and had 
a make-and-break ignition system. 

On the trial trip, it covered more than forty miles before 
two bolts came out and the chain broke. Next day, after 
repairs, it covered twenty miles an hour on a race track—

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Problem of Jobbers Is Obtaining Com plete Coverage 


Sales Managers 
Know Difficulties 


Of New Accounts 


By ©. P. SHATTUCK 
HE ideal of the sales 
manager of the jobber 


is to obtain complete cover- 
age. But the sales manager 
is an extremely busy person, 
and despite efforts to 
travel the territory either 
with his men or alone, he can- 
not secure coverage except by 
his salesmen: at least, this ap- 
pears to be the consensus of 
opinion by sales managers. 

That the jobber is not getting 
anywhere near complete coverage 
is indicated by the many drives 
for new accounts and other plans 
to get the salesmen to develop new 
customers. Some of these plans 
and drives have been described in 
these columns. 

That obtaining 
coverage is a problem is admitted 
by many sales managers. One of 
the reasons is held to be that the 
majority of jobbers compensate 
their territorial men on a commis- 
sion basis. And the salesmen, in 
order to make good. to build their 
volume in commissions. concentrate 
on those customers giving volume 
They do so because they are human 
and know that a certain amount of 
business is there for the asking. 

The salesman knows, because he 
travels the territory, that in it are 
many prospective customers that 
could be built into good accounts. 
But the salesman also knows that 
some are accounts of his competitor, 
C. O. D.’s and small fsy. But the 
salesman knows that it wil] take 
time to build these new accounts 
and that the time employed can be 
used with his accounts to write 
business. 

In practically every case it will 
be found that the star salesman 
is writing his monthly and an- 
nual volume on these preferred 
accounts. And in several instances 
it has been found that between 40 
and 50 per cent. of the possible 
outlets supply this business. He 
may, when a new account drive is 
on, call on some new accounts, but 
when the enthusiasm dies away he 
will again concentrate on the cus- 
tomers giving him, and his house, 
the volume.

If the sales manager could spare 
the time to intensively cultivate the 
accounts not covered there is no 
Goubt that the coverage would be 
quite satisfactory. but, aside from 
trips in the territory, the sales man- 
ager has too much to do to enact the 
role of new account developer. The 
question is, therefore. How is more 
complete coverage to be obtained? 

Going outside of the jobbing field 
for a suggested solution it will be 
found that the manufacturers dis- 
tributing through jobbers are con- 
fronted by the same problem as the 
jobber. The manufacturer seeks 
distribution and greater volume be- 
cause production has been increased. 

Take for a concrete example a

large company distributing a major 
line of three or four items through 
the jobber. This company found it 
essential to zone its territory and to 
place in charge of each zone a sales 
supervisor or manager. These man- 
agers have control over the sales- 
men and are expected by the fac- 
tory sales manager to have the cor- 


rect picture of the territory. In 
other words. the factor executive 
looks to the territory manager for 
results. 


And the factory executive has a 
picture of each territory and a 
very good idea of the business that 
should come out of each territory 
And the quotas are increased an- 
nually. which is reasonable. for the 
number of cars and trucks and trac- 
tors are increasing annually. 

The fundamentals of this plan 
could be employed by the jobber 
with a large sales force ranging 
from ten men upward. The di- 
vision of the territory would de- 
pend, of course, on conditions, but 
with two sales supervisors han- 
dling the men and responsible to 
the general sales manager, it is 
believed more complete coverage 
would be obtained. 

The objection to the plan appears 
to be the cost or expense. Assum- 
ing that the territorial sales man- 
ager would be paid a salary of 
$4.000. and he had five men under 
him. it would mean each salesman 
would have to produce $800 addi- 
tional net profit the year. or about 
$67 the month. to pay for the addi- 
tional] salary expense 

One of the advantages 
the territorial sales director is that 
he can specialize on those major 
lines the jobber desires to put 
across. and when a drive is made 

on a certain item part of the ex- 
pense can logically be charged to 
the department of that item. 

The advantages of the suggested 
plan are other than increasing cov- 
erage. It relieves the general sales 
manager of many details, permits 
of proper training of néw salesmen 
builds a better contact with the 
customers and affords supervision 
of specialized selling.
